World  wheat  and  rye  production  gugggarg 


Wheat  production  in  the  39  countries  now  reporting  stands  at 
3,521,439,000  'bushels  compared  with' 3,627,509,000  bushels  reported  for  the 
same  countries  last  year.     The  Inst  official  report  for  Yugoslavia  raises 
the  estimated  production  to  90,803,000  "bushels,  and  the  revised  figure  for 
Poland  is  now  00,835,000  "bushels.    The  first  estimate  of  production  in 
Argentina  is  placed  at  2.18, .623, 000  "bushels,  about  93  per  cent  of  last 
year's  final  production. 

Rye  production  in  the  23  countries  reported  stands  at,  810,424,000 
"bushels,  or  82  per  cent  of  the  1930  production  in  the  same  countries.  The 
official  figure  for  Yugoslavia  was  slightly  lower  than  previously  estimated, 
and  is  now  reported  at?  ,59  8, 000  bushels.     The  revised  estimate  in  Poland  is 
224,397,000  bushels.

Russian  sowings  and  pro  curings 


Though  Russian  fall  grain  sowings  on  November  20  were  95,376,000 
acres,  89  per  cent  of  the  plan  and  95  per  cent  of  last  yearrs  final  acre- 
age, only  about  82  per  cent  of  the  sowing  plan  was  completed  by  the  end 
of  the  optimum  sowing  period,  according  to  a  cable  on  December  3  from 
Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    Procuring  on  N0vember  25  was  73 
per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan.    The  greater  part  of  the  remaining  procurings 
are  expected  to  come  from  Ukraine,  north  Caucasus,  central  Black  Soil 
region,  ICasakastan  and  the  Ural  region.    In  these  sections  the  ra.te  of 
procurings  has  been  unsatisfactory  and  the  crop  poor,  Mr.  Steere  states. 
Procuring,    of  wheat  was  reported  a„s  two-thrids  of  the  yearly  plan  and  corn 
and  oats  one-half  of  the  yearly  plan  in  the  above  named  sections. 
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In  symmetrizing  the  Russian  grain  situation  during  the  past  month, 
Mr.  Christ;  of  the  Berlin  office  says  fall  sowings  of  winter  wheat  in 
Ukraine  up  to  November  15  this  year  were  reported  at  16,136,000  acres  or 
nearly  16  per  cent  above  last  year's  final  sowings  of  winter  wheat.  As 
Ukraine  accounts  for  almost  half  of  the  winter  wheat  acreage  of  the  U.S.S.R. 
the  report  states  that  sowings  of  winter  wheat  this  year  may  exceed  those 
of  last  fall,  though  the  total  plan  for  sowings  of  all  grains  may  fall 
somewhat  below  last  year.     The  winter  wheat  plan  for  the  Union  this  year 
is  about  38  million  acres  of  which  Ukraine  is  expected  to  account  for 
17.3  million  acres.     Pall  rye  sowings  in  Ukraine  on  the  same  date  were 
9,728,000  acres  compared  to  last  year's  final  sowings  of  12,871,000  acres. 
Plantings  of  other  grains  also  appear  to  be  behind  the  anticipated  sche- 
dule. •  Por  sowings  in  other  regions  of  the  U.S.S.R.  up  t o  November  15,  see 
table  page  1000  • 

The  Russian  grain  procuring  campaign  was  even  more  unsatisfactory 
during  October  than  in  September,  with  only  52  per  cent  of  the  monthly 
campaign  for  October  completed,  against  69  per  cent  for  September.  No 
material- improvement  was  reported  during  the  first  part  of  November  and 
with  the  approach  of  winter  it  is  reported  that  large  deliveries  of  grain 
will  be  more  difficult. 

'Shipments  through  South  Russian  ports  during  the  4  weeks  ended 
November  18  declined  about  20  per  cent  compared  with  the  previous  4  weeks, 
is  particularly  significant  that  the  drop  was  due  almost  exclusively  to  a 
reduction  in  wheat  shipments,  Mr.  Christy  points  out.     Barley  exports  also 
declined  but  were  more  than  offset  by  an  increase  in  rye  shipments.  See

The  condition  of  winter  grains  in  Belgium,  Italy  and  prance  was 
reported  good  by  Mr.  Steere  in  a  cable  on  December  3.     The  weather  on  the 
Continent  during  November  was  generally  favorable  and  aided  in  the  comple- 
tion of  fall  work,  according  to  a  report  from  Mr.  Christy,    pall  seedings 
of  grain  are  now  practically  completed.     In  France  and  Italy,  reports 
indicate  a  large  wheat  acreage  has  "been  sown  but  as  yet  no  definite  infor- 
mation lias  been  received  nor  are  official  estimates  of  fall  sowings  in 
other  countries  available.     Crop  conditions  in  general  are  said  to  "be 
above  average,  but  somewhat  below  conditions  at  the  same  time  a  year  ago. 
In  some  of  the  drier  sections  rains  during  the  month  improved  the  crop 
outlook  to  a  considerable  extent.

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Europe 

Preliminary  estimates  of  net  wheat  imports  for  the  current  crop  year  in 
19  continental  countries  is  now  placed  at  324,627,000  'to  371,659,000 
bushels  by  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  This 
is  a  further  increase  over  their  estimated  requirements  for  these  coun- 
tries a  month  ago  and  the  mid  point  of  their  range  is  now  somewhat  above 
total  imports  into  the  same  countries  last  year.     In  Poland,  where  a  small 
export  surplus  had  previously  been  estimated  by  that  office,  a  small 
quantity  may  be  imported  this  crop  year  as  a  result  of  the  \isually  poor 
rye  prospects  in  that  country  and  the  possible  substitution  of  any  sur- 
plus wheat  for  rye,  the  Berlin  office  believes.    Monthly  average  imports 
to  the  end  of  October  of  this  year  were  27,741,000  bushels  compared  to 
28,770,000  bushels  during  the  same  period  of  1930,  Mr.  Christy  states. 
See  table,  page  999for  estimated  imports  in  European  countries  for 
1931-32  with  comparisons  as  made  by  the  Bureau's  Berlin  office. 

European  market  conditions 

A  small  amount  of  bxisiness  on  the  continental  wheat  markets  was 
reported  around  the  end  of  ITovember  by  Mr.  Steere.    There  was  a  material 
decline  in  prices  on  the  ITetherlands  market  at  the  close  of  the  week 
ending  "ovember  28  and  a  slight  improvement  later.    Belgian  trading  was 
reported  quiet  with  lower  prices.     Prices  were  unchanged  in  France  though 
the  tone  of  the  market  was  firmer  following  the  increase  in  the  domestic 
milling  quota.     Italy  reported  comparatively  active  business  in 
foreign  wheat,  particularly  Manitoba s  .and  Argentine  Bahia  Blanca  with 
other  wheats  neglected.    Unsold  stocks  of  Russian  hard  wheats  in  Italian  ports 
were  privately  reported  at  about  3,674,000  bu.shels.    Business  in  domestic 
wheat  was  well  maintained.     In  C z e cho Slovakia ,  domestic  offers  increased 
but  business  was  small  due  to  the  lack  of  interest  of  buyers.  Wheat 
prices  were  maintained  but  rye  was  lower.     C-rain  imports  into  Austria 
were  said  to  be  almost  stopped  because  of  foreign  exchange  regulations. 
Domestic  offers  were  small  and  prices  were  maintained.    Light  mill  activity 
continued  in  Germany  and  flour  sales  were  slack.     Inquiry  for  rye  was 
better.     The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  December  2  was 
221.5  marks  per  metric  ton  ($1.43  per  bushels  at  current  rate  of  exchange) 
compared  with  220.5  marks  ($1.42)  on  ITovember  26.     The  price  of  rye  was 
200  marks  ($1.20)  and  195  marks  ($1.18)  respectively. 

In  reviewing  the  condition  on  the  continental  wheat  markets  during 
ITovembur,  Assistant  Commissioner  Donald  F.  Christy  at  Berlin  notes  that 
^hey  reflected  only  to  a  limited  extent  the  spirit  of  optimism  experienced 
on  the  American  markets.     The  present  very  high  import  restrictions, 
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together  with  financila  stringency  prevented  the  price  rise  from  acting  as 
a  material  stimulus  to  pachas es  by  continental  tre.de      and  millers,  even 
though  buying  in  American  markets  by  continental  importers  showed  a  defi- 
nite improvement  during  the  month.  Though  very  little  change  has  occurred  in 
the  statistical  position  of  wheat  during  the  month,  an  additional  factor 
which  is  now  receiving  more  attention,   states  Mr.  Christy,  is  the  reduced 
supply  of  rye  and  feed  grains  in  important  continental  countries.  Italy 
expects  a  much  reduced  com  crop  and  central  Europe  has  a  pronounced  rye 
deficit.    Wheat  is  said  to  be  used  more  or  less  interchangeably  with  these 
grains  in  these  r  espective  districts. 

Stocks  of  wheat  on  the  Continent  showed  a  declining  tendency  during 
the  period  from  October  15  to  N0vember  15  which  is  contrary  to  the  usual 
increase  observed  at  this  time  of  year,  the  Assistant  Commissioner  points 
out.     On  November  15  this  year,  stocks  were  reported  even  larger  than  on 
the  same  date  a  year  ago.    Total  stocks  of  wheat  on  German  farms  v/ere 
said  to  be  slightly  larger  than  at  the  same  time  last  year,  but  rye  stocks 
were  much  less.     See  stocks  table,  page  999. 

.Wheat  prices 

Futures  prices  at  the  principal  world  markets  were  higher  on  Decem- 
ber 5  than  a.  week  earlier  with  U.S.  markets  showing  the  most  advance.  At 
Chicago,  December  futures  advanced  from  53  to  56  cents  per  bushel  during 
the  week;  at  Kansas  City  from  44  to  48  cents;  at  Minneapolis  from  68  to 
72  cents;  at  Winnipeg;  from  50  to  51  cents  while  at  Liverpool,  the  closing 
of  December  futures  on  December  5  was  53  cents  per  bushel,  the  same  as 
that  of  N0vember  28.    At  Buenos  Aires,  December  futures  closed  at  42  cents 
on  December  5  as  compared  with  41  cents  a  week  earlier. 

Cash  prices  at  practically  all  of  the  principal  United  States 
markets  trended  downward  during  the  week  ended  December  4.    No.  2  Hard 
Winter  at  Kansas  City  and  No.  1  Dark  Northern  Spring  at  Minneapolis 
were  both  unchanged  for  that  week  with  averages  of  54  and  77  cents  per 
bushel  respectively.    Average  prices  of  No.  2  Amber  Dnrum  at  Minneapolis, 
No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis  and  Western  White  at  Seattle  all  showed 
declines  of  2  cents  for  the  week  with  new  averages  of  78,58  and  65  cents 
respectively.    All  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  declined  from  an 
average  of  64   cents  for  the  week  ended  November  27  to  an  average  of  62 
cents  for  the  week  ended  December  4. 

Domestic  wheat  prices  on  the  Continent  rose  slightly  early  in 
November,  but  showed  a  downward  tendency  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
month,  according  to  Mr.  Christy  of  the  Berlin  office.    Austrian  prices, 
however,  continued  to  rise  throughout  the  month  due  to  the  protective 
influence  of  foreign  exchange  restrictions.     See  foreign  price  table,

Danube  Basin  wheat  situation 

A  further  increase  in  the  total  exportable  surplus  of  wheat  from 
the  Danube  Sasin  exporting  countries  during  the  current  crop  year  is  now 
indicated  as  a  result  of  ah  another  upward  revision  in  the  Rumanian  ex- 
portable surplus  estimate,  according  to  the  Belgrade,  Yugoslavia,  office 
of  the- Foreign  Agricultural  Service.     The  Danube  Basin  surplus  for  the 
year  July  1951  to  June  1932,  including  carryover  from  the  1930  crop,  is  now 
set  at  75,482,000  bushels  as  compared  to  the  past  month's  estimate  of 
68,183,000  bushels  and  actual  exports  for  the  year  1930-31  of  44,018,000' 
bushels.     Exports  during  October  and  November,  however,  were  large  and 
from  Jiily  to  November  inclusive,  total  wheat  exports  from  the  four  coun- 
tries are  estimated  at  54, 024, 000  bushels ,  which  indicates  a  carryover  on 
December  1,  1931.  of  21,458,000  bushels.

Rumanian  exports  have  continued  in  volume  largely  as  a  result  of 
contracts  for  export  that  were  made  earlier  in  the  season,  the  Belgra.de 
office  points  out.     Premiums  for  the  exporting  of  wheat  have  also  been 
paid  (see  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets"  Aug.  24,  1931,  page  289).  New 
sales  for  export,  however,  are  reported  curtailed  because  of  decreased 
stocks,  high  local  prices,  and  some  uncertainty  about  the  continuance  of 
the  export  premium.    Exports  from  Hungary  were  also  heavy  during  the 
month  considering  the  discontinuance  of  the  wheat  export  premium.  The 
desire  to  obtain  foreign  exchange  is  reported  as  stimulating  the  export 
movement  of  wheat  and  the  restrictive  currency  measures  almost  prohibit 
the  importation  of  chea;o  Rumanian  corn  for  livestock  feed.     Corn  prices 
in  Hungary  are  reported  high  when  compared  with  nrices  for  denatured 
wheat  so  it  is  difficult  to  determine  how  much  local  wheat  might  be  fed, 
and  the  estimated  exportable  surplus  thus  reduced,   the  Belgrade  office 
notes  . 
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''Developments  the  past  month  have  not  made  it  necessary  to  change 
any  of  the  previous  estimates  of  acreage  and  production  for  1931,  "but 
small  changes  in  the  1930  estimates  for  Bulgaria  are  necessary  as  a  re- 
sult of  final  official  figures  recently  published  by  the  Bulgarian 
Bureau  of  Statistics.     See  production  and  acreage  table  prepared  by  the 
Bureau's  Belgrade  office,  page  997.    Accepting  the  1930  revised  figures 
for  Bulgaria,  the  total  production  for  the  Danube  Basin  now  stands  at 
325,178,000  bushels  for '1931  against  346,908,000  bushels  for  1930  and 
306,531,000  bushels  as  the  average  production  for  the  five  years  1925- 
26  to  1929-30, 

An  increased  activity  on  the  important  Danube  Basin  wheat  mar- 
kets (except  in  Rumania)  was  noted  during  the  last  half  of  October  and 
the  first  half  of  November,  due  to  relatively  high  prices  paid  on 
world  markets  combined  with  a  reported  stronger  demand  for  export  wheat. 
The  establishment  of  the  Government  monopoly  in  Bui gari a  resulted     .  . 
in  a  discontinuation  of  private  transactions  on  all  Bulgarian  grain 
exchanges  beginning  with  November  1,  the  report  states.     The  Government 
Bureau  continues  to  sell  wheat  over  the  exchange  to  millers  and  .to.  ex- 
porters for  immediate  export.     In  Hungary,  the  government  sold  important 
quantities  of  old  '."wheat  to  mills  which  stimulated  the  milling  industry 
and  export  of  flour.    A  report  published  by  the  Director  of  the  "Future" 
indicates  that  the  Government  has  sold  all  of  its  stocks  of  wheat  from 
the  1930  crop,  which  practically  exhausts  the  wheat  stocks  of  the  Govern- 
ment as  they  are  reported  as  not  having  bought  important  quantities  of 
wheat  from  the  1931  crop. 

Rumania    reported  an  increa.se  in  market  activity  during  October 
which  was  largely  a  result  of  purchases  made  to  cover  future  export 
sales  that  were  closed  earlier  in  the  season.    Few  sales  for  export 
declined  in  Oetober  and  November  but  prices  during  most  of  the  latter 
month  were  maintained  as  a  result  of  reduced  stocks,  despite  the  decline 
in  world  price  levels*    In  Yugoslavia,  the  Privileged  Export  Company 
still  maintains  the  high  Government  price  but  only  half  of  this  price 
is  now  paid  in  cash.    The  remaining  one-half  is  paid  in  government 
bonds  of  which  one- half  may  be  converted  to  cash  within  one  month  and 
the  remainder  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  purchase.    It  is 
now  believed  that  the  Yugoslavian  program  will  not  result  in  financial 
losses  to  the  government,  the  Belgrade  office  r eports. 

The  seeding  of  winter  wheat  is  practically  completed  in  all  of 
the  Danube  countries  and  it  now  appears  that  there  will  be  no  important 
reductions  in  the  area,  of  winter  wheat  sown  for  harvest  in  1932,  the 
Bureau* s  Danube  Basin  office  adds.    In  Bulgaria  the  weather  throughout 
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the  entire  country  was  favorable  for  fall  seeding.    Wheat  sown  early  in 
the  fall  has  already  appeared  above  the  ground  and  its  condition  is 
reported  very  good.    The  Hungarian  winter  wheat  acreage  is  also  expected 
to  be  about  the  same  as  last  year.     Seedings  were  reported  almost  com- 
pleted by  the  end  of  November  and  were  germinating  and  developing  well. 
Present  information  from  Rumania  indicates  a  winter  wheat  acreage  about 
equal  to  that  of  a  year  ago,  the  Belgrade  office  notes,  especially  with 
ex-port  premiums  on  next  year's  harvest  promised  by  the  Rumanian  Ministry 
of" Agriculture.    In  Yugoslavia  fall  seedings  were  almost  completed  at 
the  beginning  of  November  with  this  year's  acreage  about  equal  to  last 
fall1 s  planted  area. 

PEED  GRAINS 
Corn 

Developments  during  the  past  two  months  indicated  an  important 
upward  revision  in  the  1931  estimated  corn  production  for  the  Danube 
Basin,  according  to  a  report  prepared  by  Assistant  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner Gibbs  at  Belgrade.    The  crop  in  the  four  countries  is  now 
placed  at  498,791,000  bushels  as  compared  with  450,368,000  bushels  es- 
timated by  that  office  on  October  1,  1931,  and  is  one  of  the  largest 
Danube  Basin  crops  on  record.    The  revised  1930  production  amounted 
to  377,739,000  bushels,  and  the  record  1929  crop  was  522,333,000  bushels. 
The  sharp  increases  in  the  1931  estimated  production  as  compared  with 
the  October  1  estimate  res-alts  from  higher  reported  productions  for 
Hungary  and  Rumania,  whereas  the  estimates  for  Bulgaria  and  Yugoslavia 
remain  unchanged. 

The  corn  harvest  was  reported  nearly  completed  throughout  the 
Basin  by  December  1  and  important  quantities  of  new  corn  have  begun 
to  arrive  on  the  markets  in  Danubian  countries.    The  volume  of  sales, 
however,  is  said  to  be  below  the  normal  volume  for  this  season  of 
the  year  with  prices  in  surplus  producing  areas  exceptionally  low, 
and  the  quantity  being  exported  below  the  usual  fall  movement.  The 
curtailed  sales,  low  prices  and  decreased  exports  are  attributed 
by  Mr.  Gibbs  to  be  due  to  the  large  corn  production,   the  abundance  of 
cheap  wheat  which  is  replacing  corn  somewhat  as  livestock  feed,  and  the 
large  volume  of  Argentine  corn  that  is  arriving  on  the  European  markets. 
A  review  of  the  present  combination  of  factors  that  will  influence  the 
export  of  Danube  Basin  corn  for  the  export  year  October,  1931  to  September, 
1932  indicates  that  approximately  100  million  bushels  will  be  exported, 
the  Belgrade  office  states.     The  quantity  available  for  export,  however, 
is  much  in  excess  of  this  amount,  and  should  the  present  outlook  improve, 
actual  exports,  they  say,  may  be  materially  higher.    The  preliminary  official 
estimate  of  corn  available  for  export  on  November  1,  1931  from  Rumania 
was  113,1*4,000  bushels  and  from  Yugoslavia,  17,716,000  bushels. 
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The  1931  corn  production  in  19  countries  reported  is  nearly  24 
per  cent  above  that  of  last  year.     The  total  for  the  9  European  countries 
so  far  reported,   including  a  slight  revision  in  the  Austrian  estimate, 
is  nearly  17  per  cent  above  the  1930  production.     See  corn  production 
table,  page  995.     In  the  U.S.S.R.  the  corn  procurements  have  been  only 
half  of  the  yearly  plan.    The  temperature  in  the  corn  zone  of  Argentina 
during  the  last  week  in  November  was  5°  above  normal  with  a  rainfall  0.2 
inch  above  normal.     These  conditions  appear  favorable  for  the  new  corn  crop 
just  growing  there.    For  current  corn  trade  and  price  figures,  see  tables, 
pages  996  and  997. 

Barley 

The  1931  barley  production  in  36  countries  reported  is  more  than 
17  per  cent  below  the  1930  production  in  those  countries.    The  total  for 
the  24  European  countries,  including  an  increase  of  about  1,000,000 
bushels  in  the  earlier  estimate  for  Yugoslavia,  is  nearly  9  per  cent  be- 
low 'ohat  of  last  year.    The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1931-32  barley 
crop  in  Argentina  is  18,831,000  bushels,  which  is  more  than  32  per  cent 
above  that  of  last  year  and  the  largest  crop  on  record  in  Argentina, 
Whether  the  recent  wet  weather  there  has  caused  any  deterioration  in 
the  crop  is  not  yet  known.    See  barley  production  table,  page  995. 

The  condition  of  winter  barley  in  Germany  as  of  December  1  was 
about  the  same  as  a  month  earlier,  and  the  same  as  the  average  of  the 
December  1  condition  during  the  past  eight  years.    The  quality  of  the  1931 
spring  barley  crop  in  Germany  is  reported:  good,  40.0  per  cent;  average 
36.7  per  cent;  and  low  quality,  23.3  per  cent. 

Exports  of  barley  from  the  principal  exporting  countries  from 
July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  were  more  than  31  per  cent  lower 
than  for  the  corresponding  season  last  year.    Tables  showing  barley  trade 
and  prices  are  given  on  pages  996  and  997,     Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in 
the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada  on  November  28  totaled 
7,131,000  bushels  compared  with  20,917,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  last 
year.  ,  % 

Oats 

With  some  revision  and  a  new  production  estimate  received  during 
the  week,  the  1931  oats  production  in  29  countries  reported  to  date  shews 
a  decrease  of  more  than  7  per  cent ' from  that  of  last  year.    The  earlier 
estimate,  for  Poland  has  been  lowered  about  6,900,000  bushels  to  165,345,000 
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"bushels,  while  that  for  Yugoslavia  has  been  decreased  by  nearly  850,000 
bushels  to  18,257,000  bushels.    The  European  total  now  stands  more  than 
1  rjer  cent  above  that  of  last  year.    The  first  official  estimate  of  the 
1931-32  production  in  Argentina  is  65,449,000  bushels,  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  about  32  per  cent  ever  the  1930  crop,  but  more  than  4  per  cent 
below  the  large  1929  harvest.    See  oats  production  table,  page  995, 

Of  the  total  1931  oats  crop  in  Germany  about  37  per  cent 
turned  out  to  be  of  good  quality,  36  per  cent  of  average  quality,  and 

27  per  cent  of  low  quality.    Exports  of  oats  from  the  principal  ex- 
porting countries  since  July  1  have  been  more  than  13  per  cent  above 
those  of  last  year.    United  States  exports  during  the  week  ended  November 

28  were  the  smallest  of  any  week  since  the  first  of  October,  while  prices 
declined  slightly.     See  tables  showing  oats  trade  and  prices,  pages  996 
and  997. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada,  on  Uovember  28  amounted  to  10,562,000  bushels  against  10,405,000 
bushels  last  year. 


COTTON 

United  States  crop  raises  world  total 

An  American  cotton  crop  of  16,918,000  bales  raises  the  total  produc- 
tion in  10  countries  so  far  reported  to  22,970,000  bales  against  20,234,000 
bales  last  year.    The  above  figures  include  estimates  for  Russia  and  China,. 
Egypt  is  the  only  other  outstanding  foreign  producing  country  for  which 
1931-32  figures  are  available,  but  on  the  ba.sis  of  all  information  avail- 
able, it  now  appears  that  production  in  the  major  foreign  producing  coun- 
tries will  probably  be  at  least  500,000  bales  less  than  last  year.  See 
page  998  for  summary  table  on  cotton  acreage  and  production. 

Russia 

The  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome  has  a  figure  of  1,550,000 
bales  of  478  poxmds  for  the  1930  crop  in  Russia  and  practically  the  same 
figure  has  come  to  this  Bureau  in  a  Russian  publication  quoting  the  chair- 
man of  the  main  cotton  committee  of  the  U.S.S.R.    This  is  16  per  cent  less 
than  the  figure  of  1,850,000  bales  previously  shown  by  this  Bureau  and  is 
25  per  cent  less  than  the  figure  of  2,050,000  bales  formerly  reported  by 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture,    For  1931-32  production, 
Russian  publications  and  the  Institute  of  Agriculture  are  now  reporting 
inoreapps  ranging  from  70  to  80  per  cent  over  the  1930  crop.    From  a  study 
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of  the  yields  in  the  new  cotton  producing  regions  which  this  year  consti- 
tutes about  18  per  cent  of  the  total  area  and  in  view  of  the  increased 
difficulties  arising  oxit  of  the  increased  area  and  production  it  is  now 
estimated  "by  this  Bureau  that  the  crop  will  probably  be  around  2,000,000 
bales.     (Por  a  more  detailed  explanation  of  the  Russian  situation  as  well 
as  other  foreign  countries  see  the  November  issue  of  World  Cotton  Prospects, 
a  monthly  release  of  this  Bureau.) 

China 

The  net  result  of  developments  in  the  Chinese  cotton  crop  up  to 
November  1  continued  to  point  to  a  production  about  20  per  cent  below 
1930,  according  to  late  reports  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson. 

Egypt 

The  Egyptian  crop  is  now  estimated  at  1,286,000  bales  of  478  pounds 
net,  a  decrease  of  43,000  bales  or  3.2  per  cent  from  the  first  estimate 
and  22,6  per  cent  from  the  estimated  production  in  1930-31,  according  to 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.    Production  of  Sakellaridi s 
is  placed  at  37  per  cent  below  last  year  and  production  of  all  other 
varieties  at  18  per  cent  below.    The  reduction  in  acreage  compared  with 
last  year  was  estimated  at  19  per  cent  for  all  varieties,  43  per  cent  for 
Sakellaridi s,  and  3  per  cent  for  growths  other  than  Sakellaridi s .  The 
shortage  of  water  in  the  early  growing  season  evidently  has  reduced  yields 
in  those  sections  producing  varieties  other  than  Sakellaridi s.    The  report 
on  ginning s  shows  a  16  per  c  ent  reduction  in  the  amount  of  all  cotton  ginned 
up  to  November  1  this  year  compared  with  ginnings  to  the  same  date  in  19  30, 
36  per  cent  reduction  in  Sakellaridis  and  12  per  cent  in  all  other  varieties. 

Brazil 

The  Brazilian  Government  has  estimated  that  in  10  States  in 
northern  Brazil,  which  in  the  past  few  years  have  produced  a  little  over 
80  per  cent  of  the  total  crop,  the  1931-32  production  will  be  about  30 
per  cent  above  the  low  production  of  last  year.    On  the  basis  of  this  and 
other  information  the  total  Brazilian  crop  is  estimated  at  about  22  per 
cent  above  last  year,  or  7  per  cent  above  1929. 

.English  cotton  markets  unsettled 

Demand  for  raw  cotton  at  Liverpool  during  the  week  ended  December  C 
4  was  about  steady  and  prices  except  for  Egyptian  cotton  were  generally 
maintained  at  a  level  almost  equal  to  those  on  N0vember  28.     See  price 
table,  page  1001  .    The  unsettled  exchange  situation  appeared  to  be  a 
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principal  disturbing  factor  in  the  market.    At  Manchester  the  yarn  and 
cloth  market-  continued  slow  with  spinners  and  manufacturers  experiencing 
some  difficulty  in  turning  their  larger  production.    Chinese  demand  was 
reported  more  quiet.. 

Sudan  cotton  acreage  reduced 

The  total  Sudan  cotton  area  for  1931-32  is  estimated  at 
367,214  acres,  according  to  a  cable  dated  December  8  from  P.  K.  Norris, 
cotton  specialist  at  Cairo,  for  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture.    This  is  a  5  per  cent  decrease if  rem  the  387,227 
acres  planted  last  year.     In  Gesira,  the  leading  producing  region,  how- 
ever, the  current  area  is  reported  at  201,360  acres,  compared  with 
182,084  acres  for  the  1930-31  season. 


SUGAR 

South  African  sugar  crop  reduced . 

The  South  African  Sugar  Association  places  the  1931-32  production 
of  cane  sugar  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  at  329,400  short  tons  as  com- 
pared with  the  record,  crop  of  393,000  short  tons  produced  in  1930-31, 
according  to  a  report  from  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor  at  Pretoria, 
South  Africa.     The  estimate  for  the  1931-32  crop  has  been  successively 
reduced  from  358,500  short  tons,   the  July  estimate  to  332,000  short  tons 
in  August  and  finally  to  329,400  short  tons  as  given  above.     The  decrease 
in  estimates  is  the  result  of  a  severe  drought  in  Zululand  and  northern 
Natal  where  a  large  proportion  of  the  sugar  industry  is  centered. 


FRUIT,  VEGETABLES  AND  NUTS 

The,  3ritish  apple  market 

Barreled  apnle  prices  on  the  whole  Were  about  the  same  or  a  little 
lower  than  a  week  earlier  on  the  Liverpool  auction  of  Wednesday,  December 
2,  according  to  a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Motz,  fruit  specialist  in  Europe  for 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    Virginia  St ay mans 
and  Black. Twigs  sold  at  higher  prices,  Yorks  at  about  the  same  and  New 
York  Ben  Davis  at  lower  prices  than  last  week.     Offerings  were  in  good 
condition  except  Yorks  and  Ben  Davis.    Virginia  Yorks  were  in  fair  condi- 
tion, Virginia  Ben  Davis  in  variable  condition  and  New  York  Ben  Davis  in 
poor  condition.     The  liberal  barreled  supplies  met  with  a  better  inquiry 
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at  the  prices  quoted  "but  demand  was  dull  on  low  grades.    Albermarle  Pippins 
from  ^Virginia,  supplies  of  which  were  very  light,  made  the  best  prices  on 
the  auction.    A  large  volume  of  the  barreled  stock  at  the  auction  was  with- 
drawn for  nest  week's  sales.     Supplies  afloat  for  Liverpool  are  moderate. 
Boxed  apoles  made  slightly  lower  prices  than  last  week.    Supplies  "ere 
light.    The  general  condition  of  the  "boxed  stock  was  good  and  the  fruit 
^as  of  good  color  and  bright "'appearance.    Inquiry  for  boxes  was  moderate. 

Barreled  supplies  were  liberal  at  London.    Virginia  Ben  Davis  and 
Yorks  made  about  the  same  prices  as  last  week  but  Staymans  and  Winesaps 
were  lower.     Inquiry  was  moderate.    London  as  well  as  Liverpool  has  been 
overstocked  "ith  the  lower  grades  of  apples..    The  trade  is  only  interested 
in  good,  well-colored  stock.    Barrels  have  been  arriving  mostly  tight. 
The  light  supplies  of  boxed  apples  met  with  a  moderate  demand.  Prices 
were  slightly  lower.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good.    Prices  in 
general  for  both  barreled  and -boxed  apples,  and  pears  continue  to  rule 
somewhat  higher  at  London  than  Liverpool.    Barreled  TTinesaps,  however, 
sold  at  lower  prices  in  London  than  Liverpool. 

Only  good  quality,  well-colored  fruit  of  the  higher  grades  is  in 
demand  in  the  United  Kingdom  markets  at  the  present  tine.    Markets  are 
over-stocked  with  low  quality  and  poorly  colored  fruit  which  accounts 
in  a  large  measure  for  the  extremely  low  prices  that  have  been  returned 
for  several  weeks.     There  are  some  indications  that  the  low  grade  stock 
is  at  last  cleaning  up  but  until  it  does  no  marked  improvement  is  ex- 
pected by  the  trade.     See  Foreign  Service  relea.se  F.S./A-389,  December, 
1951. 

•  The  Hamburg  apple  market 

Barreled  apple  prices  on  the  Hamburg  auction  Thursday,  December  3, 
were  generally  somewhat  lower  than  for  the  preceding  week,  according  to 
a  cable  from  Fred  A.  Mptz,  fruit  specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    1-Tew  York  Baldwins  and  Ben 
Davis  made  slightly  higher  prices  than  last  week.    The  same  varieties 
from  Maine,  because  of  their  poor  condition,  sold  at  $0.47  to  $1.43  per 
barrel.    Utility  and  Unclassified  stock  of  all  varieties  made  very  un- 
satisf a.ctory  prices.    The  trade  reports  that,  there  is  no  market  for  low 
grades.    Boxed  apple  prices  were  little  changed  from  last  week.  Washington 
Jonathans  were  a  little  higher  and  Oregon  Winter  Bananas  lower  in  price. 
Demand  was  moderate  for  boxed  stock.    The  condition  of  the  fruit  was  good. 
Supplies  of  apples  on  the  market  consisted  of  9,200  barrels  and  10,600 
boxes  against  5,200  barrels  and  14,200  boxes  last  week,  and  32,000  barrels 
and  105,000  "boxes  at  this  time  last  year.    The  large  crop  on  the  Continent 
this  year  has  prevented  the  sale  of  anything  like  the  quantities  that  were 
being  moved  at  this  time  ..last  year.    S©e  Foreign  Service  release  F.S./A-390, 
December  4,  1931. 
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"rinter  vegetable  prospects  on  the  I  Mexican    est  Coast 

Hie  tomato  acreage  on  the  Mexican  Test  Coast  for  1931-32  an  he 
somewhat  reduced  in  coinoarison"  with  that  of  the  last  two  seasons;  the 
green  pea  acreage  will  be  only  slightly  below  that,  of  last  year  but  about 
50  oer  cent  lower  than  in  1923-30,  while  the  green  pepper  acreage  will 
be  slightly  below  that  of  1930-31  but  double  that  of  1929-30,  according 
to  early  indications  reported  by  the  American;  Consuls/be  at  Mazatlan, 
Sinaloa.    Plantings  of  vegetables  are  reported  to  be  considerably  behind 
the  usual  seasonal  schedule. 

The  Fuerte  River  Valley  in  the  Sta.te  of  Sinaloa  is  the  largest 
single  producing  area  for  tomatoes  and  green  peppers  on  the  Mexican  ""est 
Coast.     The  estimates  for  this  section  as  of  November  1,  1331  indicate 
that  the  acreage  planted  to  tomatoes  this  season  will  probably  be  about 
15,000  acres,  or  a  little  less  than  that  for  last  season  when  the  tomato 
area  '"as  estimated  at  15,000  acres .    The  shipping  of  tomatoes  this  season 
will  be  much  later  than  in  previous  seasons.    Several  tomato  growers  have 
indicated  that  their  plantings  will  be  made  so  as  to  place  their  first 
shipments  on  the  market  during  the  latter  part  of  January,  or  early  in 
February.    However i  -some  shipments  will  be  made  about  the  first  of  January 
1952,  and  it  is  probable  that  a.  few  carloads  will  be  moved  in  December. 

The  present  outlook  for  the  -pepper  crop  in  the  mazatlan  Consular 
District  shovrs  that  the  acreage  for  this  season  will  be  about  the  same 
as  that  for  last  year,  and  as  most  of  the  crop  has  already  been  planted, 
the  estimates  submitted  on  this  crop  may  be  taken  as  fairly  accurate. 
The  green  pepper  growers  have  been  realizing'  a,  nice  profit  for  the  last 
two  or  three  years,  with  the  result,  that  the  acreage  for  last  season  was 
more  than  double  that  of  the  previous  sea.son. 

This  crop  is  a  favorite  with  the  Chinese  vegetable  growers,  who 
were  preparing  to  plant  a  consider. a  le  increa.se  in  acreage  of  green  peppers 
in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  but  due  to  the  anti-Chinese  campaign 
!  during  August  and  September,  they  were  compelled  to  abandon  their  lands 
!  about  the  time  they  were  ready  to  plant.    Had  it  not  been  for  this  fact 

it  is  very  probable  that  the  acreage  devoted  to  this  vegetable  would  have 
|  been  considerably  increased  over  last  year's. 

The  pea  growers  are  finding  it  harder  each  year  to  secure  financial 
backing.     It  has  been  the  practice  of  pea  shippers  on  the  west  coast  to 
furnish  seed  to  the  growers,  and  to  finance  them  in  growing  and  harvesting 
jfceir  crops,  but  due  to  the  tariff  increase  of  t~o  cents  per  pound,  and 
to  the  general  economic  conditions  in  the  United  Stakes,  the  shippers  have 
practically  abandoned  the  practice  of  financing  growers.    See  Foreign  Service 
Release,  F.S./V-3S,  December  2,  1931. 
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LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL 

International  pork  summary 

Hog  prices  during  November  in  "both  the  United  States  and  Europe 
declined  to  unusually  low  levels.    Prices  of  both  fresh  and  cured  pork 
also  showed  marked  declines  in  domestic  and  foreign  markets.    The  sea- 
sonal increase  in  slaughter  supplies  during  the  month  was,  in  a  large 
measure,  responsible  for  these  lower  prices.    European  lard  prices  were 
lower  in  November  than  in  the  previous  month,  but  domestic  lard  prices 
remained  near  the  October  level.     In  Germany  and  the  United  States,  higher 
feed  prices,  combined  with  the  lower  hog  prices  resulted  in  considerably 
less  favorable  hog-feed  price  relationships. 

Imports  of  pork  products  by  the  United  Kingdom  increased  during 
October.    Bacon  imports  were  particularly  large,  and  bacon  prices  in  the 
United  Kingdom  declined  to  a  level  less  than  half  that  of  a  year  ago. 
Most  of  the  increase  in  United  Kingdom  bacon  imports  occurred  in  the 
movement  from  continental  European  countries  other  than  Denmark.  Ham 
and  lord  imports  of  the  United  Kingdom  in  October  were  above  those  of 
a  month  earlier,  but  ham  imports  were  only  slightly  larger  than  a  year 
ago,  while  lard  imports  were  considerably  below  those  in  October,  1930. 

Exports  of  pork  products  from  the  United  States  increased  during 
October.    While  the  increases  were  not  large,  it  was  the  first  time  in 
several  months  that  exports  of  the  important  pork  products  exceeded  those 
of  the  previous  month.    The  total  exports  of  these  products  for  the  month 
were  about  equal  to  those  of  October  1930,  but  they  were  far  below  the 
5-year  October  average.    See  release  HP-25,  WORLD  HOG  AND  PORK  PROSPECTS, 
December.

OILS  AND  OIL  SEEDS 

Argentine  flaxseed  production  large 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1931  Argentine  flaxseed  produc- 
tion is  placed  at  82,672,000  bushels  compared  with  a  crop  last  year  of 
70,264,000  bushels.    The  total  flaxseed  production  in  the  11  countries  for 
which  estimates  are  now  available  is  113,886,000  bushels  as  against 
113,544,000  bushels  produced  in  the  same  countries  last  year.    These  11 
countries  in  1930  accounted  for  nearly  74  per  cent  of  the  estimated  world 
total  and  in  1929  over  70  per  cent  of  the  total.     The  estimated  increase 
in  Argentine  production  is  just  about  offset  by  the  marked  decline  in  the 
United  States  yield  this  year  and  also  the  decline  in  the  Canadian  crop. 
For  production  by  countries  and  years  see  'table  page  100Q.

Prices  of  butter  in  terms  of  United' States  currency  declined  still 
further  during  the  week  ended  December  3  in  the  principal  European  markets. 
»  At  this  season  prices  in  those  markets  are  normally  advancing  with  seasonal- 
decline  expected  following  the  Christmas  holidays.    On  December  3  the  Copen-  1 
hagen  official  quotation  was  equivalent  to  18.4  cents  against  18.6  cents  a 
week  earlier  and  25.5  cents  a  year  ago.    New  York  97  score  declined  from  ' 

31.0  cents  on  November  27  to  30.5  cents  on  December  3,  leaving  a  margin  of 

12.1  cents  over  Copenhagen  and  14.2  cents  over  New  Zealand  butter  in  London.

SOUTH  AFRICA  IMPOSES  SPECIAL  IMPORT  DUTIES 

Emergency  extra  duties  of  5  per  cent  ad  valorem  are  being  levied  on 
•all  imports  into  the  Union  of  South  Africa  to  compensate  for  export  bounties 
on  agricultural  products,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor 
at  Pretoria.     Since  October  29 ,  1931,  the  extra  duties  have  been  paid  on 
imports  from  all  countries  except  certadn  contiguous  territories,  the 
new  revenues  being  anplied  to  the  subsidies,  usually  around  10  per  cent, 
being  uaid  on  all  exports  of  primary  products  excepting  gold,  diamonds, 
bunker  coal,  and  sugar.     Certain  secondary  products  such  as  dried  fruit, 
wine  and  corn  meal,  are  to  be  considered  as  primary  products.    Uool  and 
citrus  fruit  are  the  leading  agricultural  exports  of  a  competitive  nature 
to  benefit  from  the  new  export  bounties  provided  by  the  extra  import 
assessments.     The  plan  is  proposed  for  a  period  of  12  months,  but  subject 
to  termination  at  the  option  of  the  Government.     The  estimated  sum  avail- 
able from  the  new  source  for 'paying  export  bounties  during  the  year  runs 
as  high  as  $9,732,000. 

The  new  revenue  scheme  is  the  result  of  two  influences  both 
originating  in  the  departure  of  Great  Britain  from  the  gold  standard 
and  the  refusal  of  South  Africa  to  do  likewise,  Mr.  Taylor  reports. 
They  are:  (l)  losses  in  export  value  through  unf avorable  exchange  rates 
suffered  "by  exporters  of  wool,  citrus,  eggs,  and  other  items.  Such 
losses  were  as  large  as  20  per  cent,  -which  were  not  offset  by  compensating 
price  increases  in  G-reat  Britain  or  other  non  gold  standard  countries. 
Of  several  remedies  suggested  by  producers,  the  present  measure  was  re- 
garded by  the  Government  as  the  most  acceptable  form  of  relief;  (2) 
threatened  inability  to  retain  the  gold  standard,  owing  to  the  extra- 
ordinarily large  remittances  which  the  South  African  Reserve  Bank  has 
been  called  upon  to  make  to  England.    This  results  from  the  fact  that 
$  present  exchange  relationships  have  stimulated  imports  into  South  Africa 
while  Retarding  exports.    The  present  export  subsidy  is  intended  to 
accelerate  exports  sufficiently  to  protect  the  bank's  reserves. 
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EUROPEAN  PRUNE  CROP  REDUCED 

The  combined  production  of  dried  prunes  in  Prance  and  Yugoslavia 
for  1931  is  now  placed  at  only  11,-lOC  short  tons  as  compared  with  26,475 
short  tons  estimated  to  have  been  produced  in  these  two  countries  during 
1930,  according  to  Agricultural  Commissioner  11,  I.  Nielsen  at  Marseille* 
Ths  very  low  prices  offered  producers  in  Yugoslavia  for  dried  prunes  at 
the  beginning  of  the  season  caused  them  to  dispose  of  a  larger  percentage 
of  their  fruit  in  the  fresh  state  than  was  anticipated,    Yfith  the  excep- 
tion of  the  smaller  sizes,  the  French  crop  is  pretty  well  sold  and  is 
therefore  no  longer  much  of  a  factor  in  European  prune  markets.    The  very 
short  French  prune  crop  leaves  a  better  opening  for  American  prunes  in 
the  French  market  than  was.  the  case  last  year. 

Yugoslavia 

The  dried  prune  season  in  Yugoslavia  opened  officially-  on  September 
20,  the  date  set.  for  growers  to  start  deliveries.     Contrary  to  "expectation, 
deliveries  at  the  main  prune  centers,  i.e.  Valjevo,  Shabac,  ;Arandjelovac, ' 
and  Brehko,  were  comparatively  light  and  the  average  size  of  the  fruit 
small.     It  has  been  almost  impossible  to  obtain  primes  larger  than  85  to 
the  l/2  kilogram  (1.1  pounds).    Opening  prices  on  dried  prunes  were 
low  and  somewhat  under  last  year.     Since  the  opening,  prices  have  declined, 
steadily. 

1  .  * 

The  low  prjices  offered  for  dried  prunes  at  the  beginning  of  the 
season  were  ofl  course  very  discouraging  to  producers.     Since  the  fresh 
market,  although  poor,  offered  a  better  return,  the  natural  reaction  was 
to  sell  in  the  fresh  state  as  much  as  possible  of  the  fruit  still  re- 
maining on  the  trees.     This  situation  caused  a  smaller  quantity  of  prunes 
to  be  dried  than  originally  estimated.     It  is  now  estimated  that  the 
Yugoslav  exportable  surplus  will  amount  to  only  6,600  short  tons  of  dried 
prunes  this  year.     It  is  estimated  that  75  per  cent  of  this  was  exported 
by  December  1.    During  -1930-31  exports  amounted  to  9,475  short  tons  while 
during  1923-30  they  amounted  to  11,900  short  tons. 

The  declining  prices  for  Yugoslav  prunes  is  largely  the  result  of 
unfavorable  financial  conditions  in  the  import  nt  consuming  Countries  of 
Germany,  Austria  and  Hungary,  according  to  Mr.  Nielsen,    Formerly,  mer- 
chants in  those  countries  paid  cash  through  Yugoslavian  banks  but  at  the 
present  time  they  are  asking  credits  of  from  15  days  to  three  months. 
Yugoslavian  exporters  find- it  difficult  to  acceiot  such  terms  because 
local  banks  have  restricted  the  granting  of  credits.    As  a  consequence 
transactions  are  few  and  the  market  generally  dull.

As  already  indicated,  exports  of  fresh  prunes  were  heavier  than  ex- 
pected on  'account''  of  the  very  unsati sf actory"  price  outlook  for  dried  prunes. 
Preliminary  information  shows  that  approximately  48,000  snort  tons  of  fresh 
prunes  were  sent  out  of  the  country,  which  may  be  compared  with  24,500  short 
tons  so  marketed  a  year  ago.    Prices  for  fresh  prunes  started  out  at  a- 
round  3.2  cents  per  pound  FOB  shipping  point,  but  by  the  end  of  September 
had  dropped  to  2.0  cents.    Even  at  2.0  cents  per  pound,'    the  return  to  the 

grower  was  much  better  than  if  •  the -prunes  had  been  dried.  As  a  re—  •  ■ 

salt,  exports  of  fresh  prunes  were  heavy  in  early  October,  which  natural- 
ly caused  prices  to  decline  and  it  was  not  long  before  growers  were,  "being 
paid  only  1.2  cents.    -  •  •• 

The  production  of  plum  jam  was  light  this  .year.  .  The  latest  esti- 
mate indicates  a  yield  of  1,200  short  tons  which  may  "be  compared  with 
2,600  short  tons  last  year.    It  is  estimated  that  only  200  .short  tons, 
remained  unsold  on  December  1.   


Prance 


The  1931  production  of  dried  prunes  in 'France  is  .still  estimated 
at  4,500  short  tons.    This  is  only  about  half  of  the  amount  that  was  . 
expected  earlier  in  the  season.    The  reduction  in  the  estimate  was  made 
necessary  "by  reason  of  the  heavy  rains  in  late  August  and  early  September 
which  caused  much  of  "the  fruit  to  be  lost. 

French  dealers  made  a  good  many  uncovered  sales  before  harvest 
and  when  it  became  evident  that  the  crop  would  he  short,  prices  to  growers 
were  substantially  increased,  as  were  quotations  to  the  trade.     Since  a 
considerable  quantity  of  the  French  crop  was  contracted  for  early,  little 
difficulty  'has  "been  experienced  in  selling  most  of  the  balance  at  the, 
present  high  prices.    About  all  that  remains  is  some  of  the  smaller  sizes. 
For  that  reason  it  appears  as  though  the  1931  French  crop  is  no  longer  to 
be  reckoned  with,  Mr.  Nielsen  states. 

Economically,  France  is  la  a  relatively  good  position,  'and,  under 
low  price  conditions  such  as  now  exist,  is  a  heavy  oonsumer  .of  prunes. 
For  1930,  with  a  domestic  crop  of  about  17,000  short  tons,  France  imported 
approximately  25,000  short  tons  of  prunes  and  exported  4,870  short  tons. 
She  therefore  utilized  around  37,000  short  tons.    The  French  crop  this 
year  is  estimated  at  only  4,-500  short  tons.    It  is  therefore  evident 
that  there  is  a  place  for  a  substantial  quantity  of  United  States  prunes 
in  France.    The  northern  European  countries,  particularly  Germany  and 
England,  however,  are  the  dominating  factors  in  America's  foreign  trade 
in  prunes.    With  these  countries  showing  a  reduced  interest  and  with 
American  firms  reducing  prices  in  an  attempt  to  stimulate  sales,  French 
importers  are  naturally  very  cautious.    Considerable  money  has  been  lost 
by  French  importers  on  early  purchases  and  with,  prices  still  declining, 
buying  continues  on  a  hand-to-mouth  basis. 
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EUROPEAN  PRUNE  -CROP'  fsEDUCED,  CONT'D 

A  year  ago,  France  bought  heavily  for  fall  delivery  with  the 
result  that  imports  during  the  spring  and' summer  months  of  1931  were 
light.    As  nearly  as  can  "be  determined,  France  has^  so  far  purchased 
from  America  only  "between  r^0  and  70  per  cent  as  many  new  crop  prunes 
as  she  did  up  to  tlr  3  time  last  year.     With  her  purchasing  power  rel- 
atively good,  it  is  estimated  that  Franco  should  show  more  interest 
in  American  prunes  from  January  t S  the  end  'of  the  season  that  she  did 
a  year  ago,  .    1  •

MEDITERRANEAN  PLIVE  OIL  PROSPECTS  ABOVE  AVERAGE 


Oil  production  from  the  1931  crop  of  Mediterranean  Basin  olives 
promises  to  approximate  958,000  short  tons,  according  to  Yfalter  Bauer 
of  the  Marseille,  France,  office,  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  The 
September  1931  forecast  was  984,. ,00  short  tons,  while  production  last 
season  reached  only  488,100  short  tons,    production  during  the  last 
five  years,  including  the  short  1930-31  crop,  averaged  834,000  short 
tons.     It  now  appears  that  supplie.   should  be  sufficient  for  1931-32 
requirements  in  -spite  of  light  stocks* 

Crop  conditions  around  November  1,  1931  form  the  basis  of  the 
production  figures  given  in  the  t  Me  on  pag®  988,    The  reduction  of 
current  estimates  below  those  of.  September  1  is  largely  the  result  of 
continued  dry  weather  late  in  August  and  during  most  of  September  in 
the  important  producing  areas.     Since  that  tir:e,  rains  have  prevented

additional  falling  of  .the  olives.     TMs  is  especially  true  of  Algeria 
and  Tunisia.     Conditions  improved  also  in  Portugal,  "but  subsequent 
damage  was -done  by  excessive"  rains.    The  quality  of  the  crop  in  general 
seems  to.be  good  in  most  producing  countries,  Mr.  Bauer  reports.  In 
some  instances,   quality  is  described  as  very  good.     Spain,  however, 
still  remains  an  uncertain  factor,  with  labor  troubles  an  important 
feature.     Strikes  have  been  settled  in  many  olive  areas,  but  in  others, 
especially  in  the  south,  November  1  reports  indicated  that  work  had 
not  yet  been  started.    Damage  from  olive  fly  has  been  of  little  conse- 
quence this  season,     except  in  Portugal. 

Earlier  statements  of  comparatively  light  olive  oil  stocks  in 
the  Mediterranean  Basin,  have  been  confirmed,  Mr.  Bauer  reports.  State- 
ments on  Italy  indicate,  that  stocks  are  practically  exhausted;  that  at 
present  only  small  quantities  'of  high  grade  oil  are  available  for  ex-, 
port,  arid  that  home  requirements  are  being  met  by  imported  lower  grade 
oils.    Toward  the  beginning  of  November,  it  appeared  that  Spain  had 
about  68,000  short  tons  of  old  crop  oil  on  hand,  a  small  figure  when 
compared  with  stocks  of  a  year  earlier.    Around  55,000  short  tons  will 
be  required  to  cover  domestic  consumption  during  the  rest  of  1931. 
The  current  estimated  outturn  is  473,000  short  tons.    Home  consumption 
for  1932  is  placed  at  330,000  short  tons,  an  increase  over  earlier 
years  since  imports  are  prohibited.     The  indicated  exportable  surplus 
is  about  154,000  short  tons.    Annual  exports  from  Spain,  however,  rare- 
ly exceed  110,000  short  tons. 

Mr.  Bauer  estimates  that,  after  satisfj^ing  all  demands  made 
upon  the  1931-32  olive  oil  crop  of  the  Mediterranean  Basin,  there 
should  be  about  123,00    short  tons  of  oil  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of 
the  1932-33  season.     Taking  the. cur rent  total  production  figure  of 
958,000  short  tons,  Mr.  Bauer  deducts  605,000  short  tons  as  estimated 
consumption  during  1932  in  producing  areas.     From  the  remaining  352,000 
short  tons  he  subtracts  230,000  short  tons  as  an  estimate  of  require- 
ments in  importing  countries  for  the  year,  which  leaves  an  unused 
balance  of  123,000  short  tons.     The  above  calculations  do  not  include 
present  exportable  stocks  in  the  Basin,  which"  were  placed  on  ITovember  1 
at  approximately  83,000  short  tons,  largely  of  lower  grade  oils. 

The  prospects  of  a  larger  1931-32  crop  have  been  accompanied  by 
a  decline  in  prices  in  most  producing  areas  except  Italy,  according  to 
Mr.  Bauer.     In  thai  country,  there  has  been  a.  shortage  of  domestic  oils, 
and  imports  have  been  paying  an  ad  valorem  surtax  of  15  per  cent  since 
late  September.     Olive  oil  markets  generally  have  been  somewhat  dis- 
organized by  the  Italian  situation,  Mr.  Bauer  states,  as  well  as  by  the 
depreciation  of  the  British  pound  sterling.

TOBACCO  SITUATION  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA 

Indications  are  for  a  fairly  large  crop  of  tobacco  in  the  Union  of 
South  Africa,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C  Taylor  at  Pretoria. 
The  principal  producing  area  is  the  Rustenburg-^Brits  region  of  western 
Transvaal.    Extensive  seed-beds  are  in  evidence  in  that  region,  and  seed- 
lings are  in  good  condition.     A  few  plants  had  been  set  out  as  early  as 
October  1,  with  planting  now  generally  in  progress.     The  planting  season 
is  most  active  from  October  15  to  December  31.     It  is  becoming  increasingly 
evider.t  that  in  view  of  the  low  prices  prevailing  for  wheat,  corn,  cotton 
and  other  products,  farmers  are  giving  more  attention  to  tobacco,  Mr. 
Taylor  states.     In  fact,  farmers  appear  to  be  interested  in  raising  mora 
tobacco  than  the  cooperative  societies  believe  it  is  good  business  to  grow. 
The  bulk  of  the  tobacco  grown  in  the  Union  is  dark  fire-cured  tobacco* 
In  the  dark  air-cured  tobacco  districts  of  Barberton  in  eastern  Transvaal, 
a  substantially  increased  acreage  is  indicated.    Total  tobacco  -oroduction 
last  season  in  the  Union  was  13,700,000  pounds. 
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In  view  of  the  expected  increase  in  Union  'tobacco  production  in  the 
coming  season,  growers'  organizations  have  petitioned  the  Government  for 
a  ooard  of  control  for  the  purchase  of  tobacco  through  a  Government  monopoly 
similar  to  that  now  operating  for  corn  in  southern' Rhodesia.     The  sugges- 
tion was  rejected,  hut  conversations  have  been  in  progress  concerning  the 
advisability  of  forming  a  tobacco  erport-  quota,  along  the  lines'  of  the 
Maize  quota  Act  now  operating  in  the  Union.  •  (See  '"foreign'  Crops'  and' Mar- 
kets   for  August  31,  1931.)      The  G0vernment  also  refused  to'  consider  re- 
vision of  the  customs  agreement  with  southern  Rhodesia,  which  admits'  about 
2,500,000  pounds  of  tobacco  into  the  Union,  annually  free  of 'duty.  "The 
Cooperative  Tobacco  Company  of  South  Africa,  Limited,'  representing  all  of 
the  important  tobacco  cooperatives,  has  circularized  "all  member's  of  'the 
Union  Parliament  in  the  interest  of  relief  for  tobacco  growers  when  Parlia- 
ment meets  next  January.    • 


The  circular  letter  points  out  that,  despite  unfavorable  market 
prospects  for  tobacco,  farmers  intend  to  plant  on  an  extensive  scale  this 
year,  largely  because  of  relatively  poorer  prospects  for  other  crops.  The 
legislators  were  told  that  the  South  African  market  can  absorb  about 
16,000,000  pounds  of  leaf  tobacco  annually.     The  imports  from  Southern 
Rhodesia  leave,   a  balance  of  around  13, 500 , 000  pounds  to  be  supplied  by 
Union  tobacco  planters.    The  Union  can  produce,  considerably  more  than  that 
figure  (see  table,  below).    Manufacturers  in  the  Union  have  given  notice 
that,  owing  to  their  large  stocks  of  raw  leaf,  they  will  be  in  the  market 
for  only  limited  quantities  of  new  crop  tobacco,  which  necessitates  some 
provision  for  increasing  the  export  movement.     Considerable  space  is  given 
to  discussion  of  the  tariff  handicaps  Union  tobacco  must  overcome  in  its 
principal  foreign  markets  as  against  the  free  market  the  Union  offers 
certain  neighboring  states.     In  that  connection,  it  is  stated  that  the 
Union  is  prepared  to  produce  all  of  the  flue- cured  tobacco  of  the  color 
■and  quality  required  by  Union  manufacturers.      Considerable  quantities  of 
such  leaf  .are  now  secured  from  Southern  Rhodesia.

Nyasaland  reducing  acreage 

In  Nyasaland,  about  13,000  acres  of  tobacco  are  now  being  planted 
for  the  1931-32  crop,  Mr.  Taylor  reports.    About  17,500  acres  were 
planted  in  1929-30  and  19,300  in  1928-29.     The  current  figures,  have  been 
made  available  by  the  Nyasaland  Director  of  Agriculture  as  a  result  of 
an  emergency  request  from  the  Growers'  organization,  usually  such  fig- 
ures are  not  compiled  before  the  end  of  the  year;  in  fact,  the  1930-31 
figures  arenot  yet  available.    T^e  downward  tendency  in  Nyasaland  is 
opposite  to  the  trend  now  apparent  in  Southern  Rhodesia  and  the  Union. 
The  bulk  of  the  Nyasaland  crop  is  native-grown  dark  fire-cured  leaf. 
In  1929-30,  out  of  a  total  production  of  13,733,000  pounds,.  9,452,000 
pounds  were  of  the  type  indicated,  and  3,034,000  pounds  were  bright 
flue-cured  leaf.    Mr.  Taylor  quotes  the  director  of  Agriculture  as 
stating  that  no  increase  of  European  grown  flue-cured  tobacco  in  1932 
is  anticipated,  but  an  increase  of  native-grown  dark  fire— cured  leaf 
amounting. to  25  or  30  -er  cent  is  expected.    No  turkish  tobacco  is 
grown  in  Nyasaland.
